DON’T  BACK  DOWN 

It  has  recently  come  to  my  atten¬ 
tion  that  there  is  a  “Pro-God,  Guns  and 
Trump”  rally  happening  on  the  same 
date  as  the  Eugene-Springfield  Pride 
Parade  and  Pride  Festival  in  Alton  Baker 
Park  on  Saturday,  Aug.  10. 

Here  are  just  a  few  quotes  Facebook 
event’s  description: 

“We  cannot  let  leftists  control  our  city 
and  tell  us  to  keep  silent  about  our  beliefs!” 

“This  is  a  2 A  friendly  event  and  there 
will  be  many  guns  present  including  AR- 
15’s.  This  event  is  not  for  soft-conserva¬ 
tives,  but  those  who  are  bold.” 

This  literal  call  to  arms  is  conve¬ 
niently  timed  on  the  same  day  as  our 
community’s  largest  FGBTQIA+  event, 
the  Pride  Festival.  I  cannot  help  but  be 
reminded  of  our  nation’s  worst  mass 
shooting  in  history  at  the  time,  the  Pulse 
nightclub  shooting  in  Orlando,  Florida. 

This  targeted  attack  against  the  FG- 
BTQIA+  community  lead  to  more  than 
50  dead  and  even  more  injured.  We  just 
passed  the  three-year  anniversary  of 
that  tragic  day. 

The  comments  left  by  the  rally  organiz¬ 
ers  make  it  clear  that  this  is  not  a  rally  in 
support  of  the  First  or  the  Second  amend¬ 
ment  rights  but  a  thinly  veiled  threat  of  vio¬ 
lence  against  the  LGBTQIA+  community. 

As  a  gay  man,  I  refuse  to  be  afraid 
in  my  own  town,  and  I  refuse  to  back 
down  from  knock-off  Proud  Boys  who 
who  seek  to  intimidate  our  community. 
I  ask  allies  and  friends  to  show  support 
for  the  FGBTQIA+  community  and  show 
that  Eugene  stands  up  against  hatred.

Their  mocking  words  about 
showing  people  that  guns  aren’t  scary 
fool  no  one.

BTQ  community  plans  to  celebrate  seems 
intended  to  instill  fear,  not  reduce  it. 

Common  decency  would  be  to  cancel 
or  reschedule  their  event.  Doing  so  would 
signal  that  supporters  of  Donald  Trump 
care  about  their  neighbors.  That  they  are 
not  aligned  with  the  gunmen  that  carried 
out  the  radical  terror  attacks.

DEFAZIO  THE  DOVE 

While  I  thank  the  Eugene  Weekly  for 
helping  spotlight  Congress’s  constitu¬ 
tional  war  powers  (“What’s  Happening,”

conjecture  about  my  record  oppos¬ 
ing  war.  Even  the  least  bit  of  research 
into  my  career  would  clearly  show  that  I 
have  been  a  consistent  opponent  of  war. 

To  start,  I  voted  against  the  Iraq 
War,  which  I  believe  was  the  worst 
foreign  policy  mistake  in  our  na¬ 
tion’s  history.  I  have  consistently  op¬ 
posed  and  criticized  Presidents  Clin¬ 
ton,  Obama,  both  Bushes  and  Trump  for 
their  unauthorized  use  of  U.S.  forces 
throughout  the  world. 

While  I  voted  for  the  2001  Autho¬ 
rization  for  the  Use  of  Military  Force 
(AUMF)  —  which  was  passed  days  after 
the  horrifying  Sept.  11,  2001,  attacks  — 
I  only  did  so  after  I  successfully  per¬ 
suaded  Democratic  leadership  to  reject 
President  Bush’s  original  draft,  which 
gave  him  limitless  authorization  to  use 
U.S.  forces  as  he  pleased.

I  have  also  repeatedly  introduced 
legislation  to  strengthen  Congress’s 
war  powers,  including  requiring  a  sun¬ 
set  clause  for  any  military  authorization 
and  forcing  the  president  to  seek  prior 
authorization  from  Congress  before 
sending  U.S.  troops  into  harm’s  way. 

To  state  that  I  have  not  opposed  war  is 
a  gross  misunderstanding  of  my  record.

SHAME  ON  SEMPLE,  TAYLOR 

I  feel  shocked  and  saddened  by  Eu¬ 
gene  City  Councilors  Emily  Semple  and 
Betty  Taylor,  both  of  whom  are  regis¬ 
tered  Democrats  and  voted  against  the 
Eugene  City  Council  resolution  against 
white  supremacy  July  22. 

The  Democratic  Party  is  a  multicul¬ 
tural  coalition  committed  to  equity,  di¬ 
versity  and  inclusion.  In  the  year  2019, 
it  is  incomprehensible  that  any  elected 
Democrat  could  vote  against  a  state¬ 
ment  opposing  white  supremacy  —  even 
if  they  serve  in  a  non-partisan  office. 

The  justification  that  the  resolution 
violated  protections  for  free  speech  and 
free  thought  is  bogus.

Councilors  Chris  Pryor,  Claire  Syrett, 
Jennifer  Yeh  and  Alan  Zelenka  deserve 
our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  coura¬ 
geously  voting  to  support  the  original 
resolution,  which  passed  by  a  vote  of 
4-3.  A  second,  watered-down  version 
was  passed  unanimously  two  days  later. 

Voting  in  favor  of  the  second  resolu¬ 
tion  does  not  absolve  the  weakness  of 
failing  to  vote  yes  the  first  time. 

It  is  not  OK  to  believe  in  white  su¬ 
premacy  and  white  nationalism.  Shame 
on  councilors  Semple  and  Taylor  for  not 
recognizing  that.

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Right-Wing  Rally  to 
Descend  on  Downtown 

GOD,  GUNS  AND  TRUMP  RALLY  LEADS  TO  QUESTIONS 
ABOUT  COMMUNITY  SAFETY

group  of  armed  Trump  supporters 
say  they  will  host  a  rally  at  the  Wayne 
Morse  Free  Speech  Plaza  Saturday, 
Aug.  10,  regardless  of  concerns  over 
time,  place  and  recent  gun  violence. 

Since  organizers  of  the  “God, 
Guns,  and  Trump  Rally”  posted  the 
event  on  social  media,  two  mass  shootings  have  taken 
place  in  the  U.S.,  with  a  death  toll  of  31. 

But  the  group  says  they  won’t  be  deterred  by  those 
shootings,  nor  by  concerns  the  rally  takes  place  the 
same  day  Eugene  and  Springfield  celebrate  Pride,  as 
well  as  during  Saturday  Market. 

“We’re  going  to  have  it  anyway,”  says  organizer  Andrew 
Allwander,  37,  of  Eugene.  “1  can’t  plan  or  know  when  a  mass 
shooting  is  going  to  happen.  It  happens  a  lot.” 

Allwander  adds  that  a  mass  shooting  has  never 


happened  at  a  gun  rally,  and  he  believes  if  there  were 
more  guns,  mass  shootings  wouldn’t  happen. 

The  U.S.  leads  the  world  in  private  gun  ownership. 
According  to  Small  Arms  Survey,  there  are  120.5 
civilian-owned  guns  in  the  United  States  for  every  100 
citizens. 

Data  from  the  independent  research  institute  NORC 
at  the  University  of  Chicago,  however,  shows  the  number 
of  Americans  who  own  guns  has  steadily  declined  since 
1972,  suggesting  a  relatively  small  number  of  Americans 
own  large  numbers  of  guns. 

When  asked  about  the  timing  of  the  rally  coinciding 
with  Pride,  Allwander  says  he’s  only  been  back  in  the 
area  since  2016  and  wasn’t  aware  Pride  was  happening. 

“1  just  don’t  pay  attention  to  that  scene  very  much,“ 
he  says.  “It’s  just  kind  of  not  what  1  want.” 

About  holding  the  rally  during  Saturday  Market, 


Allwander  says  he  doesn’t  see  it  as  antagonistic,  and 
that  people  who  have  held  similar  but  smaller  events 
at  that  time  tell  him  the  “hippies  that  frequent  the  area 
thought  it  was  OK.” 

Posts  to  the  rally’s  Facebook  page  have  explicitly 
disinvited  any  forms  of  racism,  asking  rally-goers  to  not 
bring  things  like  Confederate  flags  or  other  symbols 
of  hate.  Allwander  says  he  made  those  posts,  that  they 
were  intended  to  deter  Antifa  and  that  he  didn’t  see  the 
need  to  make  such  a  request  as  being  problematic. 

Allwander  adds  that  he  thinks  people  should  be  OK 
with  the  rally  and  all  are  welcome  to  attend. 

Many,  however,  are  less  than  OK  with  the  event. 

Cornel  Hardiman,  who  performs  in  drag  as  Karress 
Ann  Slaughter  and  will  be  attending  Pride,  says  that 
when  he  heard  about  the  rally  he  was  disheartened,  but 
also  wouldn’t  be  deterred. 

“When  1  first  saw  a  screenshot  of  the  page  1  kind  of 
rolled  my  eyes.  And  there  was  a  little  bit  of  discomfort, 
but  1  just  kind  of  settled  into  myself  to  focus  on  what  we 
do  every  year,”  he  says.  “It’s  unnerving,  but  people  have 
the  right  to  express  their  feelings,  stand  up  or  rally  for 
anything  they  believe  in.” 

Hardiman  says  he  is  disappointed  the  God,  Guns  and 
Trump  rally  organizers  are  continuing  with  the  event, 
even  with  the  knowledge  it  takes  place  during  Pride.  He 
adds  he  knows  people  who  have  expressed  concerns 
about  the  coinciding  events. 

Rose  Wilde,  a  member  of  Showing  Up  for  Racial 
Justice  Springfield-Eugene  (SURJ-SE),  says  that  after 
the  May  pro -Trump  rally  on  Harlow  Road  bridge  — 
which  saw  at  least  two  altercations  —  the  group  decided 
to  take  action  and  host  counter-events  focusing  on 
messasges  of  possitivity. 

Wilde  says  SURJ,  among  others,  will  gather  on  E. 
Park  Street  across  from  the  rally  near  the  Saturday 
Market  food  court.  She  says  to  look  out  for  rainbow 
flags  and  T-shirts. 

“We  believe  this  event  is  scheduled  at  an  incredibly 
inappropriate  time,  and  is  against  the  interests  of 
the  LGBTQ  community,”  she  says.  “Conservative 
Christians,  especially  evangelicals,  have  a  long  history 
of  anti-LGBTQ  actions,  and  that’s  still  fresh  in  a  lot  of 
people’s  minds. 

“That,  with  the  open-carrying  and  Trump  flag- 
waving,  will  be  seen  as  intimidating  by  a  lot  of  people,” 
Wilde  says.  “And  it’s  the  busiest  time  of  year.  It’s 
dangerous,  and  people  have  told  me  they  are  terrified 
and  angry.” 

She  adds  that  many  may  choose  to  stay  away  from 
downtown  Saturday,  potentially  affecting  vendors  who 
depend  on  peak-season  revenue. 

“My  father  was  a  Farmer’s  Market  vendor  for  more  than 
20  years.  If  people  stayed  away  and  didn’t  buy,  he  felt  it,” 
Wilde  says.  “This  event  will  be  harming  small  businesses.” 

When  asked  why  continue  the  rally  in  the  face  of 
recent  mass  shootings,  with  a  time  and  place  many 
consider  inappropriate  and  with  the  potential  for 
violence  in  a  crowded  area.  Allwander  says,  “Because  we 
can.”  ■

JAKE  LASKEY  RECEIVES  ADDITIONAL  PRISON  TIME

On  June  18,  more  than  a  year  after  his  arrest  for  assault,  Jacob  Albert 
Laskey,  39,  was  sentenced  for  violating  the  terms  of  his  probation. 
U.S.  District  Judge  Michael  McShane  sentenced  Laskey  to  six 
months  of  prison  time,  to  be  served  consecutively  with  his  state 
prison  sentence. 

Additionally,  Laskey  is  ordered  to  serve  30  months  of  probation 
after  his  release.  He  is  also  required  to  have  mental  health  treatment. 
Laskey  first  became  notorious  in  Eugene  for  a  2002  anti-Semitic  attack  on  Temple 
Beth  Israel  as  a  member  of  the  white  power  Volksfront  group.  Laskey  was  sentenced 
to  11  years  for  that  and  threatening  to  kill  a  witness.  He  was  released  October  2015. 

After  Laskey’s  release  from  federal  prison,  he  began  a  YouTube  channel  and 
several  other  social  media  accounts  where  he  would  frequently  go  on  long,  disjointed 
screeds  railing  against  Antifa  and  so-called  ''social  justice  warriors,”  calling  himself 
an  "anti-Antifa  supremacist.” 

Laskey  also  administered  American  Front’s  Twitter  account,  where  he  would  post 
overtly  racist  content.  American  Front  is  a  known  racist  skinhead  hate  group.  Laskey 
has  the  words  "white  power”  tattooed  on  his  face. 

On  Jan.  19, 2018,  Laskey  was  arrested  for  stabbing  fellow  American  Front  member 
Devin  Reid  Wolf,  42,  of  Eugene.  Laskey  pleaded  guilty  to  those  charges  Sept.  10, 2018, 
and  was  sentenced  to  30  months  in  state  prison. 

Only  one  of  three  violations  Laskey  was  charged  with  in  June  stemmed  from  the  2018 
assault.  The  other  two  were  violations  of  special  conditions  he  was  subject  to.  Specifically, 
Laskey’s  probation  terms  state  "the  defendant  shall  have  no  contact  with  individuals, 
groups  or  organizations  that  promote  white  supremacist  ideology.”  Another  stipulation 
says  that  Laskey  is  not  to  possess  material  promoting  white  supremacy. 

Court  documents  indicate  that  at  least  one  of  those  violations  of  the  special 
conditions  stems  from  Laskey  receiving  royalties  from  books  he  authored  while  in 
prison  that  promote  white  supremacist  ideology.  Laskey  has  several  books  available 
via  Amazon.com,  and  the  website  lists  him  as  a  co-author  with  local  racist  Jimmy 
"Genocide”  Marr  on  Questioning  the  Hoax,  a  Holocaust-denial  book  published  July 
22, 2017.  He  is  also  listed  as  the  author  of  The  Grey  Book:  Program  8c  Constitution  of 
American  Front,  also  published  in  2017. 

On  Jan.  29,  2018,  Eugene  Weekly  reported  on  Laskey’s  then-ongoing  ties  to  local 
white  supremacists,  including  a  photograph  showing  Laskey  after  his  2017  wedding 
gathered  with  fellow  members  of  American  Front. 

Laskey  denied  he  was  tied  to  American  Front  or  had  ties  to  any  white  supremacists. 
Court  documents  don’t  explicitly  describe  any  one  instance  of  Laskey  associating 
with  local  white  supremacists,  only  that  on  Feb.  15,  2019,  probation  officer  Danielle 
Desanoy  filed  a  petition  with  the  court  alleging  Laskey  was  associating  with  white 
supremacists. 

As  part  of  the  conditions  of  Laskey’s  release  sometime  in  2021,  the  court  has 
ordered  that  he  participate  in  a  mental  health  treatment  program,  must  take  all 
mental  health  medications  prescribed  to  him  and  must  participate  in  a  separate 
cognitive -behavioral  treatment  program. 

Additionally,  Laskey  will  again  be  barred  from  associating  with  white  supremacists, 
will  only  be  allowed  internet  access  with  special  approval  and  monitoring  and  will  be 
required  to  undergo  treatment  for  substance  abuse.  ■ 
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Ancient  Forest 
Hiking  Guide 

LOCAL  AUTHOR  AND  ENVIRONMENTALIST  DISCUSSES  HER  NEW  BOOK

The  copy  of  Oregon's  Ancient  Forests:  A 
Hiking  Guide  sitting  on  a  table  at  the 
Eugene  Weekly  office  has  been  well- 
thumbed  through  since  the  book’s 
author,  Chandra  LeGue,  dropped  it  off 
a  couple  weeks  ago.  If  you  live  in  Lane 
County,  chances  are  you  hike  or  that 
you  seriously  wish  you  could  hike  more  often  and  the  EW 
staffers  who  linger  over  its  pages 
are  no  different.  Everybody  likes  a 
hiking  book. 

Oregon's  Ancient  Forests  has  the 
features  of  a  modern  hiking  guide  — 

GPS  coordinates,  directions  to  the 
trailhead,  permit  information,  etc. 

But  it  also  has  an  advocacy  message, 
focusing  on  forest  ecology,  whether 
areas  are  protected  and  how  to  get 
involved. 

Although  there  are  several 
excellent  volumes  out  there,  Oregon 
was  due  for  a  new  hiking  guide,  and 
the  fact  this  one  was  written  by  a 
female  hiker  and  environmentalist 
puts  Oregon's  Ancient  Forests  high 
on  the  must-buy  list.  LeGue  is  the 
western  Oregon  field  coordinator  for 
the  environmental  group  Oregon  Wild  and  says  she  was 
inspired  to  write  the  book  because  the  work  Oregon  Wild 
does  to  protect  and  restore  forests  inspires  me  every  day.” 

She  was  further  inspired  by  fellow  Oregon  Wild 
staffer  and  forest  advocate  Wendell  Wood’s  1991  book 
A  Walking  Guide  to  Oregon's  Ancient  Forests.  “I  wanted 
to  give  Wendell’s  book  a  modern  overhaul,  address  what 


has  changed  and  inspire  a  new  generation  of  Oregonians 
to  care  about  protecting  these  forests,”  she  says. 

If  you  are  new  to  hiking,  LeGue  says  there  are  several 
hikes  that  are  ‘'easy  to  get  to  from  Eugene  and  are  great 
for  beginners.”  She  notes  in  particular  the  Delta  Old 
Growth  Nature  Trail,  between  Blue  River  and  McKenzie 
Bridge.  “It’s  just  a  half-mile  flat  loop  that  leaves  from  the 
Delta  Campground,”  she  says,  “and  has  towering  Douglas- 
fir  trees,  twisted  ancient  cedars  and  a 
lush  understory.  It’s  simply  lovely  and 
accessible  year  round.” 

The  guide  focuses  on  ancient 
forests  —  which  LeGue  defines  “as 
being  largely  unchanged  by  humans 
for  a  long  time,”  and,  she  says, 
unfortunately  we  have  “destroyed 
and  fragmented  so  many  of  the 
ancient  forests  that  once  covered 
half  of  Oregon.” 

What  we  have  left  filters  and 
cools  our  water,  takes  carbon  out 
of  the  atmosphere  and  stores  it, 
and  provides  home  for  wildlife.  But 
LeGue  cautions  the  forests  “are  still 
threatened  by  extractive  interests. 
Many  people  take  for  granted  that 
these  forests,  primarily  found  today 
on  public  land,  are  saved  and  protected,  but  in  fact  they 
still  need  our  help.”  ■ 

Chandra  LeGue  diseusses  aneient  forests  and  some  of  the  hikes  in  her 
book  7  pm  Tuesday,  Aug.  18,  at  WildCraft  Cider  Works  232  Lineoln 
Street,  presented  by  REl  Eugene.

Bokim  Youm,  nee  Lee,  of  Eugene,  Ore.,  died 
of  liver  failure  at  age  62  in  Springfield,  Ore.,  on 
Saturday,  Aug.  3, 2019. 

Bokim  was  a  junior  in  college  in  South  Korea  in 
1978,  when  she  took  a  calculated  risk  on  her  class¬ 
mate  Kyu  Ho  Youm  as  a  campus  sweetheart.  Kyu 
Ho,  a  poor,  first-generation  college  student,  had 
big  dreams  of  going  to  the  United  States,  the  land 
of  freedom  and  opportunity,  to  fulfill  his  academic 
ambitions  of  studying  journalism  and  freedom  of 
the  press. 

The  pair  were  united  in  marriage  in  Seoul  in 
May  1980.  Bokim  joined  Kyu  Ho  in  Carbondale,  III., 
six  months  later  during  the  Thanksgiving  week. 

Her  unflagging  support  enabled  Kyu  Ho's  fulfilling 
life  in  America,  first  as  a  grad  student  from  1980  to 
1985  and  then  as  a  college  professor  from  1985  to 
the  present. 

Bokim  was  the  pillar  of  the  Youm  family:  Kyu 
Ho,  husband,  of  Eugene,  Ore.;  Harry,  the  Youms' 
older  son,  of  San  Francisco,  Calif.;  and  Eugene,  the 
Youms'  younger  son,  of  Portland,  Ore.  It  was  Bokim, 
above  all,  who  made  the  Youms  a  loving  family 
throughout  the  years-this,  among  other  things,  so 


impressed  Sherry  Chen  that  she  accepted  Harry's 
proposal  in  early  2018  with  alacrity. 

To  her  husband,  who  tends  to  be  absent-mind¬ 
ed  at  home,  Bokim  was  a  smart,  detail-oriented, 
family-first  wife,  although  she  immensely  enjoyed 
working  at  the  Tempe  Public  Library  in  Tempe,  Ariz., 
and  the  University  of  Oregon  Library  for  more  than 
20  years.  Throughout  their  married  life,  Bokim  was 
a  constant  source  of  bliss  for  Kyu  Ho.  When  asked 
about  the  happiest  moment  of  his  weekdays,  Kyu 
Ho  unhesitatingly  replied,  "My  10-minute  drive 
back  home  from  my  office.  That  someone  I  love  is 
waiting  makes  me  always  look  forward  to  going 
home  after  work." 

To  her  children,  as  Harry  posted  on  Facebook 
on  Monday,  Aug.  5, 2019,  Bokim  was  "definitely  the 
best  Mom  in  the  world":  a  caring,  dedicated,  and 
determined  mother. 

Bokim's  joy  in  life  was  to  see  Harry  and  Eugene 
fully  living  up  to  her  expectations.  Beyond  academ¬ 
ic  hopes  for  her  sons,  Bokim  always  wanted  Harry 
and  Eugene  to  grow  up  with  a  sense  of  goals  and 
service.  One  of  her  finest  achievements  was  raising 
Harry  and  Eugene  to  be  accomplished,  wonderful, 
decent  human  beings  in  America. 

Bokim's  "gamble"  in  the  late  1970s  paid  off  with 
a  loving  husband  and  devoted  children  who  valued 
her  role  as  Kyu  Ho's  truly  exceptional  wife  and  the 
first-class  mother  of  Harry  and  Eugene  and  the 
mother-in-law  of  Sherry. 

Her  family's  everlasting  memory  of  Bokim  as 
someone  special  is  encapsulated  by  Harry's  Face- 
book  posting:  "Eugene,  Dad,  and  I  were  lucky  to  have 
you  and  will  always  love  you.  Sleep  well,  Umma." 
(Umma  is  the  endearing  Korean  term  for  Mom.) 

Kyu  Ho,  Harry  and  Sherry,  and  Eugene  wish 
to  express  their  special  thanks  to  the  committed 
doctors  and  nurses  and  others  at  the  intensive 
care  unit  of  the  PeaceHealth  Sacred  Heart  Medical 
Center  at  RiverBend  in  Springfield,  Ore.

I  just  don’t  see  a  very  strong 
candidate  right  now.  And  I  don’t  think 
Joe  Biden  is  it.  I  don’t  know,  though; 
nobody  really  stands  out.  I  do  like 
Marianne  Wilson,  though,  actually. 
Kamala  I  think  lacks  strong  conviction. 
Sometimes  she  flip-flops  on  some  of  the 
things  she’s  thinking  about.  But  I  think 
if  she  gained  some  strong  convictions, 
she  could  be  a  good  candidate.  There 
are  a  lot  of  candidates,  but  I  think  it’s 
going  to  get  narrowed  down. 


I  think  framing  the  questions  pitting 
them  against  each  other  really  lowers 
our  civil  discourse.  And  the  way  CNN 
framed  questions  like,  “So  and  so  said 
this  pitting  you  against  them,  how  do 
you  stack  up  to  that?”  is  not  a  good  tactic 
if  you  are  trying  to  get  at  substantive 
comments.  But  with  so  many  people  on 
the  stage  I  think  the  two-minute  clips 
and  one-liners  aren’t  going  to  raise  our 
discourse  from  the  status  quo  at  the 
moment. 


They  need  to  narrow  it  down.  It 
was  like  two  hours  of  going  “Oh  yeah, 
this  person’s  running.”  In  the  second 
one,  obviously  [Tulsi]  Gabbard  going 
after  Kamala  [Harris]  was  kind  of  fun, 
because  I’m  not  a  huge  fan  of  Kamala. 
[Joe]  Biden  did  okay,  but  I  was  kind  of 
hoping  he’d  punch  back  a  little  more. 
But  there’re  really  no  standouts. 
That’s  what  happens  when  you  have  20 
candidates.

PEOPLE  WHO  CANT 
AFFORD  HIGH  RENTS 
AND  PROPERTY 
PRICES  IN  EUGENE

Jeremy  Mims, 
who  goes  by 
his  drag  name 
Labaux,  lives 
in  a  little  pink 
house  in  north 
Eugene  with 
his  Chihuahua,  Lucy.  Inside,  a 
Marilyn  Monroe  portrait  hangs 
above  a  black  dress  on  the  bright 
pink  wall.  Pink  flamingo  lights 
hang  next  to  a  couch.  Pink  fla¬ 
mingos  cover  the  pillowcases. 

A  stocky  man  with  short  ■■m 
gray  hair,  Labaux  tilts  his  head 
to  the  side  and  smiles  when 
he  leans  in  to  talk  with  friends  % 

and  strangers.  He’s  starting 
his  own  drag  company,  Labaux 
Productions,  which  has  its 
first  show  this  August.  He  just 
finished  page  85  of  his  book,  A 
Demon  That  Called  Himself  Love, 

“I’m  living  the  best  version  of 
me  now,”  he  says  with  a  grin.  “I 
should  be  on  Oprah.”

Just  over  three  years  ago,  Labaux  was  addicted 
to  drugs  and  lived  with  his  abusive  ex-boyfriend,  the 
subject  of  his  book,  who  nearly  killed  him  in  a  fit  of  anger. 

Labaux  fled  to  the  safety  of  his  family  home  for  a  few 
months,  but  he  was  deeply  depressed  until  he  started  help¬ 
ing  build  his  tiny  house,  which  he  worked  on  for  410  hours. 

“Working  on  my  house  saved  my  life,”  he  says.  It’s 
been  essential  to  his  growth  since  then. 

Homes  are  essential  to  a  person’s  wellbeing.  But 
housing  is  expensive,  especially  in  Eugene,  where  supply 
issues,  a  lack  of  diversity  in  home  types,  and  rigid  rent 
and  ownership  models  make  affording  a  place  to  live  a 
challenge.  Some  local  groups  are  trying  to  help. 

THE  HOUSING  AFFORDABILITY  ORISIS 

Labaux’s  house  is  affordable.  It’s  part  of  Emerald 
Village  Eugene,  a  tiny  house  community  built  by 
SquareOne  Villages,  a  Eugene  organization  that  builds 
homes  for  people  who  would  otherwise  struggle  to  find 
a  place  to  live. 

But  affordable  houses  like  his  are  rare. 

Median  sale  price  for  homes  in  the  Eugene  area  is 
$301,100,  according  to  Zillow.  Erom  2013  to  2017,  home 
sale  prices  climbed  $213,000  to  $281,000. 

Median  household  income,  however,  was  only 
$47,489  during  this  time,  according  to  Census  Bureau 
data.  So,  for  the  median  earner,  it  was  —  and  is  —  nearly 
impossible  to  afford  the  down  payment  on  a  home. 

Others  can’t  even  afford  a  rental  agreement. 

Median  gross  rent  from  2013  to  2017  in  Eugene  was 
$956,  according  to  Census  Bureau  data.  Median  rent 
is  now  $1,595,  according  to  Zillow.  Oregon’s  minimum 


wage  stayed  below  $10  an  hour  until  July  2017  —  a 
monthly  wage  of  $1,600  before  taxes. 

Minimum  wage  is  now  only  75  cents  higher  —  meaning 
an  income  of  $1,720  per  month.  Assuming  that  getting  a 
rental  requires  a  deposit  of  one  month’s  rent,  it  would 
have  cost  $1,912  to  move  in  from  2013  to  2017.  It  would 
now  cost  $3,190. 

Even  people  with  jobs  may  not  earn  enough  to  rent 
an  average  home. 

Dan  Hill  is  an  architect  and  one  of  the  founding 
members  of  SquareOne.  He  donates  his  time  and  talents 
to  design  affordable  houses  because  he  recognizes  the 
gravity  of  the  problem. 

“It’s  not  just  an  affordability  issue.  1  would  say  it’s  an 
affordability  crisis,”  he  says. 

Expensive  housing  makes  paying  bills  difficult 


for  many.  Others  who  can’t  save  money  for  a  rental 
agreement  are  left  on  the  street. 

SquareOne  project  director  Andrew  Heben,  who 
lives  in  a  tiny  home  at  Emerald  Village,  says  housing 
affordability  is  the  primary  root  of  homelessness. 

Many  people  believe  that  drug  abuse  and  mental 
health  issues  cause  homelessness,  but  Heben  insists 
that  these  problems  often  stem  from  living  on  the 
street,  not  the  other  way  around. 

Hill  agrees,  noting  that  people  often  turn  to  drugs 
as  a  way  to  maintain  a  sliver  of  comfort  when  they  don’t 
have  a  place  to  live. 

“You  cannot  underestimate  the  value  of  housing  and 
a  place  we  would  call  home.  It’s  actually  a  very  important 
part  of  our  mental  health,  and  our  physical  health,”  Hill 
says. 

THE  HOUSING  AFFORDABILITY  ORISIS 

But  why  is  shelter — abasic  human  need — unaffordable 
in  Eugene?  Local  and  national  housing  policies  are  deeply 
flawed,  architects  and  planners  say.  A  major  cause  of 
housing  unaffordability  is  a  lack  of  diversity  in  the  types 
and  ownership  models  of  homes  in  the  U.S. 

“The  way  we  do  housing  in  this  country  is  insane,” 
says  Jeff  Albanese,  SquareOne’s  program  director, 
speaking  to  future  public  policy  planners  at  a  class  at 
the  University  of  Oregon  College  of  Design  on  May  22. 

Eugene  has  very  few  types  of  homes.  Most  housing  in 
the  U.S.  is  built  for  the  upper-middle  class,  says  project 
director  Heben.  The  options  —  large,  single-family  homes 
and  student  apartments  —  are  unaffordable  for  many. 

Rigid  housing  ownership  and  rent  models  are  also  a 


problem.  To  buy  a  house,  people  need  to  save  enough 
money  for  large  down  payments.  This  makes  buying  im¬ 
possible  for  low-income  people.  If  they  choose  to  rent, 
they  lose  hundreds  or  thousands  of  dollars  every  month 
—  money  that  could  be  going  toward  buying  a  home. 

SquareOne  is  one  local  group  combating  this 
homogeneity  in  housing.  “I’m  an  advocate  for  creating 
more  diversity  in  housing.  I’ve  chosen  to  pursue  this 
one,”  Heben  says. 

SQUAREONE  VILLAGES 

EVE,  where  Labaux  lives,  is  SquareOne’s  second 
project.  It  was  all  privately  funded.  Local  architects 
such  as  Eifield  and  Hill  designed  and  built  the  houses 
pro  bono. 


The  villagers  pay  $250  to  $350  every  month.  Some 
of  this  money  goes  towards  maintaining  and  improving 
the  village,  but  $50  goes  into  savings  funds  for  the 
residents.  This  money  helps  people  pay  for  new  rentals 
if  they  choose  to  move  out. 

Essentially,  they  gain  partial  ownership  of  their 
house,  which  they  can  sell  back  when  they  leave. 

The  system,  somewhere  between  renting  and 
owning,  maximizes  benefits  for  the  residents. 

The  houses  are  small  but  are  designed  to  feel 
spacious.  A  commons  area,  which  is  near  completion, 
will  contain  a  communal  kitchen,  washer,  dryer  and 
meeting  area.  These  shared  facilities  mitigate  costs  and 
promote  a  sense  of  community. 

The  residents  largely  manage  their  own  affairs  and 
decide  who  moves  in  when  space  opens  up. 

Heben  says  SquareOne  is  finding  a  template  that 
could  be  replicated  throughout  the  country.  The 
organization  is  building  another  village  in  Cottage 
Grove,  using  a  mix  of  private  and  public  funds. 

Heben  is  sharing  his  affordable  housing  toolbox  with 
nonprofits  all  over  the  country.  He’s  also  consulting 
for  municipal  governments,  which  are  interested  in 
building  their  own  affordable  villages. 

OTHER  LOCAL  SOLUTIONS 

SquareOne  has  been  successful  in  providing 
affordable  housing  in  Eugene,  but  it’s  just  one  of  many 
solutions. 

CASA  of  Oregon’s  Manufactured  Housing  Coopera¬ 
tive  Development  Center  helps  people  living  in  mobile 
home  communities  to  cooperatively  buy  their  parks. 
This  transforms  people  from  tenants  to  owners,  saving 
them  money  in  the  process;  their  mortgages  are  often 
lower  than  their  previous  rents. 

Homes  for  Good,  Lane  County’s  affordable  housing 
program,  is  set  to  build  the  Commons  on  MLK,  a 
fully  supported  5Tstudio-apartment  complex  for 
the  chronically  homeless  on  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
Boulevard.  This  publicly  funded  project  will  cost  $13 
million,  but  it  targets  people  who  regularly  cost  the 
city  tax  dollars  by  circling  through  jails  and  emergency 
rooms. 

“The  city  is  already  spending  more  money  than 
it  would  on  housing  by  shuffling  people  around.  You 
don’t  need  new  money;  you  can  just  change  how  you  use 
funds,”  says  Gail  Parrish,  who  works  for  CASA. 

THE  ENTREPRENEUR 

Back  at  EVE,  Gilbert  Hayes,  a  gray-haired  man  with  a 
gentle  voice,  lives  in  a  tiny  home  with  his  8-year  old  dog, 
Sadie.  A  prominent  sign  hanging  on  the  outside  of  the 
house  reads  “Gib’s  Digs.” 

He  spent  a  few  years  bouncing  between  friends’ 
houses  and  a  Winnebago  before  he  found  his  way  to 
EVE.  Hill,  the  architect  who  built  the  house  and  became 
friends  with  Hayes  while  consulting  with  him  about 
design  details,  says  Hayes  was  glum  during  his  time 
without  an  address. 

But  now  Hayes  laughs  easily  and  is  bursting  with 
ideas  to  improve  life  for  his  community. 

He  and  other  villagers  raised  $5,000  for  EVE  by 
selling  clear  plastic  bags  outside  of  Autzen  Stadium 
before  Ducks  games.  The  bags  are  required  to 
bring  items  into  UO  sporting  events.  Eve  McClure,  a 
volunteer  for  EVE,  fronted  the  money  for  the  bags.  She 
bought  them  online  and  had  SquareOne’s  logo  printed 
on  them. 

Hayes  also  gives  small  loans  to  help  people  living  at 
EVE  from  funds  he  earned  by  returning  glass  bottles, 
and  he  has  plenty  of  other  business  plans. 

But  the  best  thing  he’s  found  at  EVE  is  love.  His 
partner  is  a  woman  who  lives  a  few  houses  away  in  the 
village. 

Hayes  and  Labaux  are  both  flourishing,  but  most 
people  who  need  affordable  housing  aren’t  getting  it.  ■

PRIMPING  AND  BRUNCHING  WITH  A  QUEEN  by  Elisha  Young 


It’s  10  am  Sunday  and  Cornel  Hardiman 
throws  on  a  playlist  full  of  Beyonce, 
Whitney  Houston,  Christina  Aguilera  and 
old-school  Tina  Turner.  He’s  reaching  for 
his  inner  diva  because  he’s  about  to  make 
the  fabulous  transition  into  Karress  Ann 

Slaughter. 

Some  may  think  it’s  a  bit  early  in  the  day  to  be  going 
full  drag,  but  Cornel  has  helped  to  pioneer  an  iconic  local 
event.  Drag  Brunch,  which  takes  place  at  the  Axe  &  Fiddle  in 
Cottage  Grove  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  every  month. 

“Not  to  be  too  To  Wong  Too  [The  cult  classic  1995 
film  featuring  Patrick  Swayze],  but  1  look  in  the  mirror 
and  stare  at  myself  while  trying  to  decide  what  look  and 
colors  to  go  with”  he  says. 

Preparing  for  Drag  Brunch  is  different  than  evening 
shows,  such  as  Glamazons  (Fridays  at  Cowfish).  When 
performing  at  the  club,  Hardiman  goes  big,  shiny  and  as 
"extra"  as  possible.  That  helps  him  stands  out  in  the  club. 
For  brunch,  Hardiman  sticks  to  a  natural  look. 

“A  lot  of  people  won’t  do  day  drag.  They  think  it  is 
hard,  but  1  just  put  on  makeup  and  it  always  works,” 
Hardiman  says. 

He  begins  with  abase  foundation.  Mehron  Theatrical 
is  his  favorite  brand,  and  he  loves  it  so  much  that  he  says 
he  has  it  set  up  for  auto-ship  from  Amazon  so  he  never 
runs  out. 


Once  the  flawless  base  layer  is  down,  he  moves  on  to 
the  contour  and  highlighting  process.  In  the  contouring 
process,  Hardiman  uses  darker  colors  to  make  features 
recede,  which  can  de-emphasize  the  shape  of  his  jaw 
line,  for  example. 

Next,  he  uses  a  lighter  color  to  bring  other  facial 
elements  forward,  like  his  slay-worthy  cheekbones  —  a 
good  reminder  to  never  underestimate  the  power  of  a 


good  highlight  and  contour. 

From  there,  it’s  onto  the  eyes.  Hardiman  says  he  is 
equal  opportunity  when  it  comes  to  makeup. 

“1  use  everything  from  Wet&Wild  to  Mac,  and  1  love 
Fenty.  Even  cheaper  makeup  brands  have  products 
they  excel  in,”  he  says. 

For  his  smoky  eyes,  he  loves  using  a  basic  black  pencil 
from  Wet  &  Wild,  especially  when  smudged  out  with  a 
fluffy  brush.  After  applying  eye  shadow,  he  carefully 
pencils  in  eyebrows  that  have  a  picture-perfect  arch, 
and  he  applies  glamorous  false  lashes  to  pull  everything 
together. 

With  a  full  face  on,  Hardiman  gets  dressed. 


He  says  he’s  lucky  because  he’s  petite  enough  to  shop 
the  racks  —  but  he  prefers  online  shopping.  Some  of  his 
best  clothing  finds  have  come  from  Fashion  Nova  or 
Amazon,  such  as  the  amazing  sheer,  sparkling  bodysuit 
he  debuted  at  the  July  28  Drag  Brunch. 

Like  a  butterfly  emerging  from  her  cocoon,  Karress 
Ann  Slaughter  is  reborn  and  ready  to  host  the  monthly 
brunch. 

Drag  Brunch  began  about  a  year  ago.  It  was  the 
brainchild  of  Slaughter  and  another  local  iconic  drag 
queen  Monique  La  Faye. 

“We  shopped  the  idea  around  Eugene,  and  for 
whatever  reason,  we  got  no  bites.  Monique  had  a 
connection  with  a  former  co-worker  here  [at  Axe  & 
Fiddle],  and  they  liked  the  idea.  When  we  said  brunch, 
they  said  yes,”  Slaughter  says. 


When  La  Faye  moved  out  of  state.  Slaughter  brought 
on  a  new  co-host,  Nicky  Serene. 

Every  month,  the  brunch  invites  a  special  guest.  At 
the  July  28  show,  2015  Miss  Gay  Washington  Alessandra 
Hunt  threw  down  hard  enough  during  one  of  her 
numbers  to  send  her  wig  flying  across  the  room. 

The  whole  brunch  show  is  full  of  booty  shaking, 
sequins,  head  spinning,  laughter  and  amazing  stories 
shared  by  the  hosts. 

And,  like  any  theatrical  production,  it  all  begins  with 
a  careful  make-up  process.

Pride  Grows 

THIS  YEAR’S  PRIDE  FESTIVAL  FEATURES  FIRST-EVER 
MARCH  AND  STREET  PARTY  by  Jessica  Douglas 


The  Eugene-Springfield  Pride  in 
the  Park  Festival  is  Saturday, 
Aug.  10,  at  Alton  Baker  Park 
from  11  am  to  6  pm.  It’s  projected 
to  be  the  largest  Pride  festival 
in  Eugene.  People  of  all  ages  can 
expect  to  experience  a  range  of 
activities  and  entertainment  on  the  day  of  Pride  and 
also  in  the  days  leading  up  to  Aug.  10. 

Pride  festivals,  like  those  held  in  Portland,  Seattle 
and  San  Erancisco,  usually  occur  in  June.  Eugene’s 
Pride,  however,  is  held  annually  in  August  and  provides 
an  experience  for  all  to  attend  without  having  to 
compete  with  larger  festivals  along  the  West  Coast. 

PRE-PRIDE 

Spectrum,  Eugene’s  LGBTQIA-^  friendly  bar  and 
restaurant,  will  host  a  first-ever  Pride  Street  Party 
5  pm  Eriday,  Aug.  9,  and  will  include  an  array  of  live 
performances,  along  with  local  food  and  art  vendors. 

“I  hope  the  wide  variety  of  performers  gives 
something  for  everyone,”  says  Isaac  Paris,  Spectrum’s 
special  events  coordinator. 


The  lineup  includes  Almost  Exactly  Like  Julia,  The 
Eugene  Gay  Men’s  Choir,  Hearticorn  Brass  Band,  a  com¬ 
munity  activist  street  band  of  women  and  trans  people, 
Darkswoon,  an  electric  shoegaze  band  from  Portland,  and 
Baroque  Betty,  a  Eugene-based  band  that  roams  in  the 
territories  of  folk,  bluegrass  and  minimalist  rock. 

It  will  also  feature  pop-up  performances  from  the 
Work  Dance  Company,  DJ  Club  Neveau,  Enigmatic 
Society  and  Earce  Eamily,  a  radical  drag  show  family. 

“There  is  a  huge  amount  of  talent  in  this  town  and 
giving  a  voice  to  all  these  performers  is  a  thrill,”  Paris 
says.  “When  the  right  audience  is  in  front  of  the  right 
performers,  it’s  a  really  special  thing  that  happens.” 

The  street  party  is  free  and  open  to  the  public,  but 
a  $5  donation  is  suggested.  Most  of  the  performances 
will  take  place  outside  until  10  pm.  Afterward  the  party 
moves  indoors;  21-plus,  $10  cover  charge. 

PRIDE  IN  THE  PARK 

The  annual  Pride  in  the  Park  Festival  Aug.  10 
has  grown  over  the  years.  This  year,  the  festival  will 
have  a  full  kid  and  family  friendly  area,  unity  march  and 
scholarship  donation. 


“I’m  kind  of  scared,  but  I’m  so  excited  about  it,”  says 
Bill  Sullivan,  president  of  the  Pride  festival. 

One  of  the  largest  developments  in  this  year’s  event 
is  the  increase  in  vendors  and  sponsors. 

Two  years  ago,  52  vendors  attended  Pride.  Last 
year,  79  attended.  This  year,  a  total  of  130  vendors  and 
sponsors  will  be  at  the  festival.  Businesses  include  Hop 
Valley,  Wildcraft  Cider  Works,  White  Bird  Clinic,  Sexual 
Assault  Support  Services,  Women’s  Space  and  As  You 
Like  It  Sex  Shop. 

Vendors  and  sponsors  at  Pride  can  make  all  the 
difference.  Brooks  McLain,  sponsorship  coordinator 
and  Pride  board  member,  says  part  of  Pride’s  all-day 
event  is  to  help  queer  community  members  seek  out 
LGBTQIA-^  friendly  local  vendors  and  sponsors. 

“There  is  a  lot  of  our  corporate  sponsors  that  are 
queer  friendly  places  to  work  so  the  community  has  a 
chance  to  look  for  jobs  and  find  places  where  they  know 
are  safe  for  shopping  and  existing  as  a  queer  person,” 
McLain  says. 

This  year  will  also  feature  a  first-ever  Pride  unity 
march,  called  March  to  Pride  in  the  Park,  beginning 
with  a  gathering  at  9  am  Saturday,  Aug.  10,  at  Spectrum, 
150  W.  Broadway.  The  march  takes  off  10  am  and  will  go 
east  on  Broadway  toward  Alton  Baker  Park.  A  full  march 
route  can  be  found  online  on  the  Pride  in  the  Park’s 
Eacebook  page. 

Eor  anyone  who  hasn’t  been  to  Pride  before,  vendor 
coordinator  and  Pride  board  member  D.  Ann  Williams 
says  the  festival  is  “a  good  launching  point,  especially 
since  it’s  pretty  centrally  located  so  people  can  come 
and  go  as  they  please.” 

Marketing  coordinator  and  Pride  board  member 
Marlie  Heberling  adds,  “It  was  such  a  fun  event  for 
everybody  in  my  life,  there  was  a  lot  offered  but  it  also 
felt  small  enough  that  it  wasn’t  overwhelming.” 

This  year’s  Pride  festival  marks  the  50th  anniversary 
of  the  Stonewall  Riots. 

“It’s  a  little  more  activist  feeling  in  the  last  couple  of 
years  due  to  the  national  situation  and  kind  of,  outright 
attacks,  especially  on  the  trans  community,”  McLain  says. 

In  response,  the  Pride  Board  Committee  enacted  a 
scholarship  opportunity  to  serve  LGBTQIA-^  youth  who 
are  attending  post-secondary  school,  higher  education 
or  community  college. 

Proceeds  from  the  festival  will  benefit  this 
scholarship  fund. 

“We  gave  away  $7,500  this  year  and  next  year  I’m 
looking  at  $10,00  to  $15,000,”  says  Sullivan. 

A  post-Pride  party  takes  place  at  Spectrum  around 
8  pm  with  a  show  from  Unveiled:  Eugene’s  Queer 
Burlesque.  The  theme  is  “It’s  My  Party  and  I’ll  Pride  If  I 
Want  To.’”  21-plus,  $6.  ■

Conies  of  Age 

CELEBRATING  25  YEARS  OF  EDUCATION 

AND  ADVOCACY  FOR  ITS  CLIENTS  by  Dan  Buckwalter 


t’s  a  tribute  to  perseverance  and  love  in  the 
face  of  fierce  societal  turbulence  and  often- 
intense  private  feelings  of  stigmatization 
among  the  people  who  walk  through  the 
doors:  HIV  Alliance  is  25-years-old. 

And  the  nonprofit  organization  is 


getting  stronger,  with  medical  and  educational 
outreach  programs  not  just  in  Lane  County,  where 
it  all  began,  but  HIV-care  coordination  services  in  15 
counties  in  southern  Oregon,  with  more  outreach  eyed 
for  communities  north  of  Lane  County. 

“We  feel  good  about  what  we’ve  done,”  says  Renee 


Yindell,  who  has  been  with  HIV  Alliance  for  16  years  as  well 
as  serving  as  its  executive  director  the  past  three  years. 

They  should  feel  good  about  their  work.  A  celebration 
and  benefit  for  HIV  Alliance,  the  2019  Summer  Soiree,  is 
Saturday,  Aug.  24,  at  The  Pearl  Day  Spa,  organized  by 
Sean  Vierra  and  Lily  Lunnemann  of  the  spa. 

HIV  Alliance  started  in  1994,  when  HIV/AIDS  Resourc¬ 
es  and  Lane  County  AIDS  Hospice  Services  merged. 

“The  community  stepped  up  and  took  care  of  what 
needed  to  be  done  at  the  time,”  Yindell  says. 

Since  then,  with  a  paid  staff  of  70  and  about  140  volun¬ 
teers,  HIV  Alliance  has  been  on  the  front  lines  of  needle 
exchange  programs  as  well  as  HIV  testing,  hepatitis  C 
testing  and  counseling  services.  The  testing  services  ac¬ 
celerated  in  2007  with  rapid  tests  for  at-risk  groups. 

The  goal  is  always  to  reach  more  people  any  way 
possible  for  evidence-based  education,  testing  and

LOCAL  TECH  FIRMS  ARE  MAKING  SPACE  FOR  LGBTO  REPRESENTATION  by  Renata  S.  Geraldo

Andy  Darnell,  co-founder  of  Nu- 
Realms  who  identifies  as  queer, 
genderqueer  and  afab  (assigned 
female  at  bi  rth),  praises  the 
game-development  industry’s 
inclusivity.  A  part  of  what  drives 
Darnell’s  (they/them)  perspec¬ 
tive  is  Bitforest,  a  community  group  for  local  game  de¬ 
velopers. 

Darnell  entered  the  industry  through  Lane 
Community  College's  Simulation  and  Game 
Development  degree,  where  they  found  a  professor  with 
whom  they  started  NuRealms,  a  company  that  develops 
independent  virtual  reality  games. 

But  Bitforest  hasn’t  always  been  an  accepting 
community  toward  the  LGBTQ  population.  Michael 
Jones,  the  audio  engineer  at  Pipeworks  Studio  in 
Eugene,  says  that  one  of  the  early  members  opposed 
any  initiative  that  would  make  the  group  more  inclusive. 
For  example,  not  having  nametags  with  gender-neutral 
pronouns  at  Indie  Game  Cons  that  take  place  in  Eugene. 

Although  that  person  wasn’t  against  someone 
who  was  in  transition  at  that  time,  he  was  “refusing 
to  acknowledge  they/them  because  it  doesn’t  make 
grammatical  sense  to  him,”  Jones  says.  And  by  doing  so, 
Jones  says  that  was  “disavowing  a  person’s  existence.” 

That  early  member  eventually  moved  to  Florida  and 
left  the  community. 

Jones  and  other  game  developers  created  Bitforest 
around  2015  to  bring  people  together,  create  games  and 
meet  other  professionals  or  others  interested  in  program¬ 
ming  outside  of  work  projects.  Bitforest  has  weekly  meet¬ 
ings,  game  jams  (when  they  create  games  that  follow  a 
common  theme  over  a  weekend)  and  indie  game  cons. 

Written  in  their  code  of  conduct  as  unacceptable 
behavior  in  meetings  is  “intimidating,  harassing, 
abusive,  discriminatory,  derogatory  or  demeaning 
speech  or  actions  by  any  participant  in  our  event 
locations  or  online  community,  at  all  related  events 
and  in  one-on-one  communications  carried  out  in  the 
context  of  community  business.” 

Currently,  Ted  Carter  serves  Bitforest  as  a 
community  leader.  An  engineer  at  Pipeworks  and  active 
leading  member  of  Bitforest,  he  began  as  a  hobbyist 
who  would  come  to  events  to  learn  how  to  program  and 
develop  games.  Eventually,  Pipeworks  hired  him. 

Being  gay.  Carter  says  Bitforest  creates  more  space 


to  address  LGBTQ  issues  than  in  the  game  industry. 

“The  group  allows  for  more  diverse  voices  than  one 
would  normally  encounter  in  the  games  space,”  he  says. 

Carter  himself  likes  to  create  games  that  express 
his  current  dilemmas.  From  an  LGBTQ  perspective,  he 
says,  the  freedom  to  be  creative  is  therapeutic. 

While  he  agrees  Bitforest  is  an  inclusive  game 
development  community,  he  says  he  often  feels  an 
“ambassador  syndrome”  in  the  workplace.  Carter  says 
co-workers  see  him  as  the  representative  for  the  entire 
LGBTQ  community. 

“People  come  to  me  knowing  I’m  from  the  LGBTQ 
community  asking  things  like,  Js  this  okay?’  or,  'Can  you 
proofread  this  for  me?”’  he  says.  “1  think  that  is  positive, 
but  it’s  also  a  little  bit  uncomfortable.” 

Apart  from  the  game  development  industry 
is  Amanda  Jo  Langley  (who  uses  they/them  and 
sometimes  she/her),  a  University  of  Oregon  graduate 
student  in  the  music  technology  program.  They  have 
worked  in  Eugene  programming  business  software. 
They  say  they  identify  as  queer  and  lesbian,  but  there 


never  was  a  conversation  about  their  identity  at  work. 

“In  Eugene,  1  don’t  know  if  anyone  was  out,  it  was 
a  smaller  company,  but  1  don’t  know,  it  never  really 
seemed  like  a  thing,”  Langley  says. 

Still,  Langley  says  the  tech  industry  here  did  feel  more 
accepting  than  back  in  Wisconsin,  where  they’re  from. 

“One  of  the  reasons  1  moved  from  the  Midwest  is 
because  it  seems  more  accepting  here  in  Eugene  and 
the  West  Coast,”  they  say.  “And  when  1  was  working 
back  in  doing  business  applications  and  that  kind  of 
environment  it  did  feel  more  accepting  to  me.” 

But  Langley  says  that  tech  companies  want  more 
diversity  in  the  workplace,  but  it’s  difficult  to  find 
minorities  who  are  interested  in  programming, 
especially  women. 

That’s  true  for  the  game  industry.  Carter  says  he’s 
optimistic  about  the  future.  He  says  that  companies 
and  the  community  care  about  representation.  It’s  still 
not  utopia,  but  the  local  game  development  industry 
is  nonetheless  becoming  friendlier  toward  the  LGBTQ 
community  and  other  minorities.  ■

medical  services,  Yindell  says.  To  that  end,  the  Alliance  in 
2010  expanded  its  testing  services  again  with  the  Social 
Network  Strategy,  targeting  men  who  have  sex  with  men. 

Annually,  HIV  Alliance  has  provided  800  HIV  tests 
and  offered  its  educational  services  to  more  than  7,000 
youth  and  adults. 

Yindell  points  with  pride  to  the  2006  launch  of  the 
Alliance’s  dental  program.  Gum  disease  and  tooth 
decay  can  happen  to  patients  with  HIV/AIDS  who  have 
other  life-and-death  medical  concerns,  notes  Yindell. 

Partnering  with  the  Lane  Community  College  dental 
clinic  in  downtown  Eugene  and  armed  with  a  federal 
grant,  the  dental  program  reaches  21  Oregon  counties. 
It  also  is  an  educational  boon  to  students  in  the  LCC 
dental  program,  providing  students  a  more  hands-on 
learning  experience. 


The  future  looks  good  for  HIV  Alliance,  but  what 
about  the  men  and  women  living  with  HIV  or  who  are  in 
an  at-risk  demographic? 

Some  familiar  problems  persist,  Yindell  says,  notably 
the  stigmatization  in  society  of  the  men  and  women 
diagnosed  with  HIV. 

Other  obstacles  are  more  recent,  and  Yindell  worries 
about  complacency  among  younger  people.  Newer  and 
highly  effective  drugs,  such  as  pre-exposure  prophy¬ 
laxis  (PrEP),  may  take  an  edge  off  the  anxiety,  which  the 
older  generation  living  under  the  cloud  of  HIV  has  often 
dealt  with. 

PrEP  is  a  daily  pill  that  can  help  prevent  HIV.  The 
pill  (brand  name  Truvada)  contains  two  medicines 
(tenofovir  and  emtricitabine)  that  are  used  in 
combination  with  other  medicines  in  HIV  prevention. 


It  isn’t  cheap.  Without  insurance,  the  drug  costs 
close  to  $2,000  per  month.  HIV  Alliance  offers  PrEP 
coordination,  working  with  clients  to  connect  them 
with  a  provider  and  pharmacy  that  will  fill  the  PrEP 
prescription,  says  the  organization. 

Yet  25  years  ago,  there  seemed  to  be  little  hope  for 
people  living  with  or  at  risk  of  being  diagnosed  with  HIV. 
HIV  Alliance  has  taken  big  steps  to  help  alleviate  fear 
and  plug  the  holes  with  its  care  coordination  services.

Tickets  are 
$20  and  can  be  purchased  online  (thepearldayspa.com)  or  at  the  door 
on  the  evening  of  the  event. 
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Quirky,  wacky  and  unique  describe  Eugene’s 
annual  SLUG  (Society  for  the  Legitimization  of 
the  Ubiquitous  Gastropod)  Queen  Competition 
and  Coronation.  A  local  tradition  celebrating 
its  37th  year,  the  coronation  takes  place  6  pm 
Friday  Aug.  9,  with  music  from  The  One  More 
Time  Band  at  the  Park  Blocks  Stage,  located 
at  8th  Avenue  and  Oak  Street.  The  queens 
running  for  this  year’s  “rain”  will  compete  in 
a  three-part  competition,  much  like  a  beauty 
pageant.  Contestants  are  judged  on  their 
costumes,  often  meant  to  be  over  the  top  and 
pay  homage  to  slugs.  They  are  also  judged  on 
their  talents,  which  in  the  past  have  included 
horseback  riding,  knitting  while  hula  hooping, 
stilt  walking,  stand  up  comedy  and  singing 
performances.  Lastly,  audience  members 
ask  contestants  questions,  often  political  in 
nature,  requiring  impromptu  answers.  Glorious 
Gastropause  or  Glo,  an  old  queen  from  2007 
( and  in  real  life,  Leigh  Ann  Jasheway),  says, 
“come  for  the  fun,  for  the  feeling  of  community, 
and  for  the  feeling  like  no  matter  how  weird 
you  feel,  you  are  not  out  of  place  in  this 
community.”  The  event  is  free  and  attendees 
are  encouraged  to  bring  their  own  chairs.  —

Queering  Language 

PRIDE  AND  THE  POWER  OF  WORDS 
By  Keisha  Janney 


Words  undeniably  have  power. 

And  because  they  have  power, 
it  makes  sense  to  use  them 
thoughtfully. 

For  example,  the  word 
‘"queer”  has  a  lot  of  meaning 
attached  to  it.  For  some  folks, 
it  has  been  used  as  a  weapon  to  invalidate  them  and 
their  experience.  But  others  have  come  to  use  the  term 
as  a  symbol  for  community  and  to  wear  it  as  armor. 

Recently,  more  and  more  LGBTQ1A+  people  have 
been  reclaiming  the  word  “queer.” 


Much  like  the  disabled  community  has  begun  to 
reclaim  the  term  “crippled”  by  self-identifying  as 
“crip,”  in  the  LGBTQ1A+  community,  many  people  are 
reclaiming  queer.  When  folks  name  themselves  as  queer, 
they  are  taking  away  the  power  of  the  word  to  hurt  them. 
Instead  of  being  used  to  cause  pain  and  to  invalidate,  it  is 
used  to  give  a  sense  of  power,  strength  and  agency. 

Self-determination  is  a  powerful  tool  to  fight  back 
against  a  world  that  would  marginalize  LGBTQ1A+  people. 

“Queer”  has  also  been  taken  to  mean  intentionally 
looking  at  something  through  a  different  viewpoint. 
For  example,  the  phrase  “queering  sex”  may  refer  to

Historically,  “queer”  refers  to  something  that  is 
strange  or  odd.  In  the  past  (and  sadly,  even  today),  it  has 
been  used  as  a  slur  against  folks  who  were  perceived  as 
LGBTQ1A+.  Some  may  even  remember  the  schoolyard 
game  “smear  the  queer,”  which  could  sometimes  take 
a  violent  turn.  There  are  times  that  queer  may  be  used 
to  attack  people  who  may  not  be  LGBTQ1A+  but  don’t 
seem  to  fit  in,  regardless  of  the  reason. 


challenging  the  ways  that  we  have  normalized  a  certain 
type  of  sexual  interaction.  The  images  we  are  presented 
in  dominant  media  are  frequently  of  a  cisgender  man 
and  woman  whose  sexual  interactions  are  shown  in  a 
limited  number  of  ways. 

But  queer  sex  does  not  have  to  look  like  straight  sex. 
We  cannot  assume  that  a  partner  likes  a  certain  kind  of 
interaction  or  that  our  genitals  fit  in  a  specific  way.  We 


may  utilize  aids  like  sex  toys  to  help  us  have  sex  the  way 
that  we  want. 

To  queer  sex,  we  must  fight  the  ideas  of  what  should  be 
and  look  instead  at  what  could  be.  Queering  sex  means  that 
we  communicate.  We  ask  a  lot  of  questions  and  check  in 
with  our  partner(s).  (Although  we  hope  that  all  consenting 
adults  are  engaging  in  clear  communication  about  sex!) 

Queering  may  also  refer  to  the  political  action  of 
disrupting  the  status  quo.  In  this  instance,  it  is  a  verb 
used  to  show  action  against  the  dominant  viewpoint. 

Queering  the  curriculum,  for  example,  may  be 
adding  in  information  that  is  not  typically  presented. 
This  might  include  viewpoints  from  LBTGTQ1A+  folks, 
but  it  is  not  exclusive  to  queer  community. 

Queering  something  also  means  including  the 
intersecting  viewpoints  of  other  marginalized  people. 

Of  course,  there  are  LGBTQ1A+  people  who  find 
“queer”  offensive  and  do  not  want  to  refer  to  themselves 
or  others  using  that  word.  And  that’s  OK,  too.  For 
some,  the  word  is  still  associated  with  discrimination 
and  trauma.  They  may  never  feel  power  in  using  the 
word  to  describe  themselves. 

No  one  should  be  forced  to  identify  with  “queer.” 
That’s  really  against  the  spirit  of  reclaiming  the  word. 
So  if  someone  asks  not  to  be  referred  to  as  queer,  you 
should  respect  their  wishes. 

This  year,  for  Eugene-Springfield  Pride,  we  encourage 
you  to  think  about  what  queer  means  to  you.  If  you  are  a 
part  of  the  LGBTQ1A+  community,  how  do  you  describe 
yourself  and  why?  If  you  are  not,  how  do  you  show  up 
for  your  friends  and  family  who  are  part  of  the  queer 
community? 

Remember,  Pride  began  as  a  riot.  How  are  you 
queering  your  life?  ■

Jazz  Cool 

HOT  MUSIC  FOR  HOT  SUMMER  DAYS

ou  know  what’s  hot?  August  in  Eugene. 
You  know  what’s  cool  in  August  in 
Eugene?  Jazz. 

I’m  not  talking  about  ‘'cool  jazz,” 
the  term  of  art  referring  to  a  particular 
laid  back  strain  of  music  that  arose  in 
the  1950s  with  a  famous  short-lived 
band  led  by  Miles  Davis,  Gerry  Mulligan  and  other 
beboppers,  and  blossomed  on  the  West  Coast  with  Chet 
Baker,  Mulligan  and  others.  1  mean,  if  you’re  looking 
for  live  music  at  a  time  when  the  weather’s  hot  but  the 
music  scene  isn’t,  the  city’s  jazz  venues  offer  some  cool 
shows  worth  checking  out.  They’re  not  always  cool  jazz, 
or  even  jazz  at  all. 

The  month’s  biggest  actual  jazz  show  happens, 
ironically  enough,  not  at  Jazz  Station  but  next 
Wednesday,  Aug.  14,  at  Roaring  Rapids  Pizza  Company, 
with  a  pair  of  Portland-based  Oregon  jazz  legends 


and  pop,  to  hip  hop,  soul  and  R&B  —  would  have,  at  this 
point,  done  and  seen  just  about  everything. 

When  1  ask  Clinton  if  there’s  anything  in  particular 
he’s  looking  forward  to  about  having  more  free  time,  1 
expect  an  answer  along  the  lines  of,  “1  plan  to  build  a 
rocket  ship  fueled  on  positive  vibes  to  colonize  Mars 
with  all  the  funky  people.” 

Instead,  Clinton,  78,  plans  to  fish. 

“1  fish  everywhere!”  he  says.  “In  the  ocean,  the  lakes, 
the  rivers.”  It’s  such  a  classic,  grandfatherly  response 


teaming  up  with  Portland  Jazz  Composers 
Ensemble  (PJCE)  for  a  big  band  show  of  original 
Oregonjazz. 

Pianist  Gordon  Lee  is  easily  one  of  the  state’s 
most  accomplished  jazz  composers,  educators  and 
arrangers.  He’s  performed  at  jazz  festivals  around 
the  world  and  helped  cultivate  a  couple  generations  of 
Oregonjazz  musicians  in  his  teaching  at  various  colleges 
and  universities.  For  33  years,  Lee  has  worked  on  and  off 
with  the  great  Portland  drummer  Mel  Brown,  the  former 
Motown  staff  drummer  who  played  on  innumerable  hits 
and  tours  before  returning  home  to  Portland  in  the 
’80s,  where  he  still  leads  multiple  ensembles  at  various 
venues  every  week.  Every  jazz  musician  should  be  so 
busy  and  productive. 

Lee’s  bringing  in  some  of  his  fellow  respected  jazz 
veteran  bandmates  and  other  Portland  all-stars.  This 
includes  tenor  sax  giant  Renato  Caranto,  trombonist 
Stan  Bock,  trumpeter  Thomas  Barber,  soprano  sax/ 
clarinet  master  Tim  Willcox  and  baritone  saxophonist 
Mieke  Bruggeman.  Lee  also  is  drawing  top  players  from 
the  creative  young  lions  of  PJCE  —  led  by  University  of 
Oregon  alum  and  trumpeter  Douglas  Detrick  —  which 
has  reinvigorated  Portland’s  jazz  scene  in  recent  years. 
It’s  the  closest  thing  to  an  Oregonjazz  all-star  concert 
we’re  likely  to  see  this  year. 

The  Jazz  Station  itself  presents  some  attractive 
shows  that  don’t  happen  to  be  jazz.  Take  Friday,  Aug. 


that  it  puts  a  smile  on  my  face,  but  making  people  smile 
is  just  what  Clinton  does  best. 

While  Clinton  is  retiring  from  life  as  a  performer, 
he  isn’t  giving  up  music  altogether.  “I’ll  probably  do 
recording.  I’ll  do  a  lot  of  cartoon  music,”  he  says.  Rest 
assured,  we  haven’t  heard  the  last  from  Clinton. 

“Where  I’m  at  now  is  a  real  good  place,”  he  says.  “It’s 
a  real  good  place.  It’s  a  combination  of  the  things  I’ve 
been  through” 

This  iteration  of  Parliament  is  a  family  affair. 

“1  got  great-grandkids  in  the  band,”  he  says.  “All  of 
that  I’m  pretty  proud  of.” 

From  his  vantage  point,  are  there  any  artists  active 
today  keep  Clinton  hopeful  for  the  future? 

“There’s  a  lot  of  fresh  music  that’s  still  being 
created,”  he  says.  “Kendrick  Lamar,  Flying  Lotus, 
Thundercat,  Anderson  .Paak,  all  the  trap  music  out  of 
Atlanta,  Cardi  B  —  all  that  crew.  That  gives  me  hope.” 

Clinton’s  earliest  musical  memories  are  of  his 
mother  listening  to  Louis  Jordan.  His  first  favorite 
song  was  Frankie  Lymon’s  “Why  Do  Fools  Fall  in  Love,” 
and  another  early  influence  on  Clinton  was  the  music 
of  Motown. 

“1  pretty  much  studied  all  the  different  producers 
and  writers  there.  Smokey  Robinson  was  my  hero. 
Funkadelic  was  our  version  of  Motown,  if  they  stayed  in 
Detroit.” 

Does  Clinton  have  any  words  of  advice  for  his 
younger  self?  What  would  George,  now,  say  to  George, 
then? 

“Don’t  believe  the  hype.  That’s  in  everything:  the 
fun,  the  drugs,  the  partying,  the  hit  records.  All  of  it  is 
hype,”  he  says. 

He’s  still  proud  to  stand  by  his  list  of 
accomplishments.  “1  feel  good  about  what  1  did  and  the 
way  1  did  it.  1  wouldn’t  change  it,”  he  says. 

We  live  in  uncertain  times.  More  than  ever,  we  need 
some  sage  advice  from  an  artist  that  popularized 
useful  bon  mots  such  as,  “Free  your  mind,  and  your  ass 
will  follow.” 

Does  Clinton  have  any  parting  words  for  those 
struggling  to  stay  positive? 

“Remember:  It  ain’t  illegal  yet,”  he  says.

9’s  Dirty  Cello  show.  Not  only  does  the  San  Francisco 
quartet  feature  a  titular  lead  instrument  much  more 
associated  with  classical  music  than  jazz  (leader 
Rebecca  Roudman  performs  with  the  Oakland  and 
Santa  Rosa  Symphonies)  the  band  actually  plays  blues, 
rock  (including  a  smokin’  “Purple  Haze”)  and  bluegrass 
music  using  banjo,  guitars,  bass  and  drums.  Even 
though  the  main  jazz  connection  is  the  venue’s  name, 
don’t  let  that  stop  you  from  getting  down  and  dirty. 

On  Saturday,  Aug.  10,  the  Jazz  Station  brings  another 
Bay  Area  musician,  Oregonian-turned-Oaklander  Lisa 
Forkish  back  to  sing  her  original  songs,  with  help  from 
a  fellow  a  cappella  luminary,  Eugene’s  own  Evynne 
Hollens,  and  next-gen  singer/guitarist  Emily  Sangder. 

Classical  music  can  be  hard  to  come  by  in  August 
—  except  at  various  wineries  around  the  Willamette 
Valley,  whose  vintners  have  realized  what  a  tasty 
pairing  the  fruit  of  the  vine  makes  with  classical  music. 
Several  festivals  in  wine  country  feature  various 
Portland  musicians  this  summer,  but  one  of  Eugene’s 
finest,  classical  guitarist  David  Rogers,  performs 
next  Friday,  Aug.  16,  at  Marks  Ridge  Winery  in  Sweet 
Home.  An  accomplished  classical  player,  Rogers  is  also 
no  prisoner  of  category.  His  solo  recital  ranges  from 
original  compositions  to  JS  Bach  and  Spanish,  Flamenco 
and  Latin  classics  to  original  settings  of  boomer  pop 
by  Leonard  Cohen,  the  somehow-still-touring  Rolling 
Stones  and  Neil  Young  as  well  as  the  Beatles.  ■

of  Wicked 
Going  On 

A  HIGH-FLYING,  THRILLIFYING 
EXPERIENCE  FROM  ONE 
EMERALD  CITY  TO  ANOTHER

Few  things  elicit  goose  bumps  like 
Margaret  Hamilton’s  puppy-threatening 
cackle  in  the  original  Wizard  of  Oz. 
Radioactive  skin,  a  menacing  manicure 
and  legions  of  flying  monkeys  dressed  as 
bellhops  —  sci-fi  monsters  from  distant 
planets  are  no  match  for  the  OG  Wicked 
Witch  of  the  West. 

But  have  you  ever  wondered  why  the  green  queen  is 
green,  or  how  Glinda  the  Good  is  so  darn  perky  in  the 
morning? 

Wicked,  the  Broadway  musical  now  playing  at  the 
Hult  Center  through  Aug.  11,  aims  at  giving  agency  to 
the  witches  of  Oz  before  Dorothy  started  dropping 
houses  on  people.  With  a  massive  set,  and  an  even  big¬ 
ger  musical  score  by  Stephen  Schwartz,  you’ll  hardly 
notice  some  pesky  narrative  inconsistencies. 

Based  on  the  novel  by  Gregory  Maguire,  and  with  a 
book  by  Winnie  Holzman,  the  story  follows  the  colle¬ 
giate  days  of  the  witches  of  Oz.  Elphaba  (Mariand  Tor¬ 
res),  the  misunderstood  green  girl  in  glasses,  is  forced 
to  share  a  room  and  a  boyfriend  (Curt  Hansen)  with 
Galinda,  later  Glinda  (Erin  Mackey),  the  hair-tossing 
ambitious  blonde. 

Torres  and  Mackey  are  bewitching  as  the  unlikely 
pair. 

Big,  bold  musical  numbers  give  the  actresses  a 
chance  to  show  off  their  otherworldly  vocal  range. 
Mackey  is  especially  good  in  “Popular,”  kicking  and  flex¬ 
ing  around  the  stage;  she  is  as  goofy  as  she  is  poised. 


Torres  literally  shines  through  impossibly  irides¬ 
cent  lighting  during  the  number  “Defying  Gravity.”  An 
audible  gasp  was  heard  from  the  little  girl  next  to  me 
as  Torres  was  raised  high  into  the  air,  reaching  notes 
no  mere  mortal  should  attempt  in  the  shower.  Goose- 
bumps  prickle  the  hair  on  the  skin,  but  not  for  the  sake 
of  terror. 

Directed  by  Joe  Mantello,  Wicked  truly  is  all  about 
the  spectacle.  A  giant  mechanical  smoking  dragon 
looms  high  above  the  audience.  Winding  clock  gears 
turn  their  way  through  scene  after  scene.  Seamless 
choreography  blends  in  and  out  of  quick  changing  sets 
like  an  optical  illusion. 

Winged  monkeys  in  wiry  mohawks  spin  through  the 
air  on  invisible  wires.  The  song  “One  Short  Day”  fea¬ 
tures  a  neon  Emerald  City  with  giant  bobble  heads  —  an 
ensemble  of  futuristic  Whoville  characters  on  their  way 
to  a  solar  eclipse  party,  prancing  and  twirling  around 
the  stage.  Glinda  floats  around  in  the  most  magnificent 
multi-tiered  ball  gown. 

More  layered  than  Glinda’s  blueberry  frosted  cup¬ 
cake  dress.  Wicked  explores  everything  from  friend¬ 
ship  and  love  to  scapegoat  politics  and  prejudice.  High¬ 
ly  moralistic  but  never  preachy,  seemingly  everything 


grows  green  in  Oz  —  that  is,  until  the  plot  line  catches 
up  with  Dorothy. 

Wicked  is  a  prequel  as  much  as  it  is  a  retelling.  The 
second  act  bleeds  into  and  out  of  the  original  narra¬ 
tive  of  the  Wizard  of  Oz.  Backstories  for  Scarecrow, 
Tin  Man,  Cowardly  Lion  and  the  Wizard  (Jason  Graae) 
don’t  quite  line  up  with  the  intended  truth  behind  the 
untold  story  of  Oz.  Explanations  and  synchronicities 
are  slighted  in  favor  of  big  Broadway  lights. 

Just  as  Mackey  grins  and  bears  it  through  the  cele¬ 
bratory  “Thank  Goodness,”  1  too  tried  to  drown  out  the 
why  and  how  of  it  all.  By  the  time  the  purple  fog  rolls  in 
through  “No  Good  Deed,”  Torres’  soul-searing  anguish 
will  bury  any  lingering  doubt  for  good. 

Despite  the  confusifying  moments,  this  production 
of  Wicked  lives  up  to  and  over  the  rainbow  of  hype:  a 
true  testament  to  what  Broadway  can  create.  And 
if  you’re  lucky  enough  to  win  lottery  tickets  for  your 
tweenage  girls,  you’ll  be  able  to  relive  those  magical 
moments  of  denial  over  and  over  while  they  horribly 
belt  out  “Defying  Gravity”  every  day  for  the  next  six 
months.”  ■

I’m  a  42-year-old  single,  straight  female  who  recently  started  dating  a  36-year-old 
man  in  a  somewhat  exclusive,  long-distance  relationship.
